Fair Grounds Stadium. Shreveport, November 28 


A fired up Fair Park football team defeated Byrd’s heavily 
favored Yellow Jackets 12-7 before approximately 10,000 fans at 
State Fair Stadium on Thanksgiving day. The Jackets took the 
opening kickoff and marched to three first downs with Peatross 
and Evers carrying. A penalty stopped the drive, and after an 
exchange of punts Byrd had the ball once again on their own 
24 yard line. However, on the first play a fumble in the Jackets’ 
backfield started the downfall. Although Fair Park lost the ball 
again, Byrd was forced to punt and kicked to the 38. Fair Park 
then rolled for a score, sparked by a 14-yard pass from Indian 
quarterback Richard Bell to halfback Gary Lauter. Then Bell 
sneaked over from the one-yard line. The Indians took advantage 
of a Jacket fumble, and four plays later another pass from Bell 
to Lauter scored for the Indians with what proved to be the 
winning margin. The scpre stood 12-0 at the half. The third 
quarter saw both teams battle on even terms, but with neither 
team being able to score. About midway through the fourth 
quarter Byrd took over on their own 28. Jacket quarterback 
Billy Fitzgerald then threw a long pass to halfback Bo Campbell, 
covering 69 yards all the way to the Tribe 11-yard line. Three 
plays later Vaughan Evers crashed over from the 2-yard line. 
Grantham Couch converted, and that was all the scoring for

Gathering food and clothing 
and distributing it throughout the city to the needy is one main 
activity. Within the Prayer Groups the students also enjoy a 
fellowship with one another in a relaxed atmosphere outside the 
limits of the school day. 



Another part of the Heart is the Chapel service. Each Wednes- 
day morning, students gather in the auditorium for the short 
service which includes a song, a prayer, and a devotional given 
by a student. More than often the service lightens the burdens 
of students for the rest of the week, enabling them to bear their 
tasks more easily. 

Another of the most important parts of the Heart is Youth Week. 
Youth Week is held each year under the planning of representatives 
from Byrd, Fair Park, and Bossier, and is completely carried out by 
our youth. The purpose of Youth Week is to promote Christian liv- 
ing among the young people of the city. In addition to this, the 
project also promotes a closer relationship among the students 
of all the schools of the city. These activities of the Heart are 
entirely carried out by students without the help or advice of adults. 

The workers of the Heart, who so diligently give their time 
without renown, are one of the main reasons the City of Byrd 
runs on such a wonderful, happy scale.

In his first year at Byrd a student may take either general math or freshman algebra. When a stu- 
dent enters his second year, he will usually choose between plane geometry, a study of squares, cir- 
cles, and other figures, or business math. a course in which advanced arithmetic is applied to busi- 
ness. As he enters his third year, a student will usually select solid geometry, a study of figures with 
three dimensions, or advanced algebra in which logarithms. quadratic equations, and rnany other in- 
teresting subjects are studied. Finally in his senior year, trigonometry, which* brings algebra, ge- 
ometry, and arithmetic into use, will probably end his study of high school math. Even if a student 
stops here with his education. the knowledge he has gained will greatly benefit him.
